SecTioN 2. Effective date.

(1) This act takes &fct on the day following publiea
tion, except that those provisions specifically identified
ashaving other déctive dates in the agreement covering
employeesn the professional patient treatment collec
tive bagaining unit are ééctive on the dates provided in
thatagreement.
